Several of its members had taken part in the 
various cases and inquiries concerning the 
weir and netting, notably the 1896 inquiry 
and the 1900 inquiry. ‘The Association, how- 
ever, did not propose at that meeting to go 
into these controversial subjects, but to leave 
a memorandum that defined its unanimous 
views and suggestions concerning them. 

It had been suggested to the Association,

THE MEMORANDUM. 


The following is the memorandum :— 

“ A—The Owners’ and Lessees’ Association 
is advised that the King’s Gap is not ‘ main- 
tained’ according to the rules laid down in 
the Act, in that its sides are not in a line 
with, and ‘parallel to, the direction of the 
stream at the weir; ‘and also in that the 
bottom of the Gap is not level with the 
natural bed of the stream above and below 
the Gap,’ nor is the width of the Gap ‘ one- 
tenth part of the width of the stream.’

‘* B—With regard to the netting below the 
weir, the Association is advised that, accord- 
ing to Jaw, ‘a channel which can really be 
used for the purpose of passage’ must be 
left while the nets are being shot and drawn. 
(Commissioner's Report, 1900. page 8, Clause 

paragraph “' Passage of Fish.”)

March 3lst, 1932, has now been fixed 
at 19s. 8d. in the £—an increase of 2s. 2d. 
in the £ over last year. 

Mr. Meghen, the Commissioner, vesterday 
adopted a poor rate of 6s. 8d: in the £, which 
is an increase of ls. 2d. over last year’s rate. 
The urban rate of 143s. in the £, which has 
already been adopted, is an increase of ls. 
over the previous year’s rate. 

The Town Clerk, Mr. MeCaull, submitted 
the estimate for the poor rate, which showed 
that the amount required for the year is 
£11,520. On a valuation of £33,380 it will 
be made up as follows:—Roads, 1s. 44.; 
company services, ls, 8d.; poor relief, ós, 4d. ; 
Board of Health, 4d.—6s. 8d: 

The increases, as compared with last year’s 
demands, are:—Roads, £1,225 2s. 3d.; com- 
pany services, £453 ós. 10d.; poor relief, 
£738 6s..5d.; Board of Health, £153 8s. 6d. 


REASONS FOR INCREASE, 


Mr. Meghen said that it was very unfor- 
tunate that they should have to look forward 
to the highest poor rate yet made in Bray 
in the same year that they had an increased 
town rate. Road administration, especially 
under the Local Government Act of 1925 
seemed, he said, to work out very badly for 
the ratepayers of the town in comparison with 
the amount given by the County Council for 
the maintenance of roads this year. The 
increase was also. accounted for by tbe 
demand made for the Grangegorman Asylum, 
and the withdrawal of the Louth County 
Council from the maintenance of Portrane 
and Grangegorman Asylums. They were 
enabled to keep to the increase of Is. 2d. 
because they had a balance of about £500 
from last year’s rate, which showed they had 
slightly improved the position with regard to

Battle of Barrosa, the Royal Irish 
Fusiliers performed the ceremony of “ Troop- 
ing the Colour ” at Akbar Barracks, Agra. 

There was a large attendance, which in- 
cluded the majority of the Europeans in 
Agra, a number of visitors from other stations 
and a fair number of Indians. 

The Battle of Barrosa, in commemoration 
of which the parade was held, took place in 
the Peninsular War between a British Force 
under General Graham and the French under 
Marshal Victor. The 87th Regiment, now 
the Royal Irish Fusiliers (Princess Victoria's), 
distinguished itself in a most particular 
manner, and, by the capture of a French 
Eagle, gained the emblem that is worn ty 
every officer and man to the present day. 

During the battle on Barrosa Ridge the 
Sith, advancing to the cry of “ Faugh-a- 
Ballagh,’’ proceded to charge the 8th French 
Regiment. 

In the midst of the

Easter Hare. 


I think that one of the most attractive 
Easter symbols is the Easter hare. This 
is common in Germany and Austria, 
where children believe that a hare comes 
bounding along at Easter time, leaving 
numerous highly-coloured sugar Easter 
eggs in tufts of grass. All Austrian 
children keep a sharp look-out for the 
Osternhase, but very few are lucky enough 
to see him, and those who do are noted 
for strong powers of imagination. In 
Vienna mothers bring their children to the 
Prater at Easter-time or to the neighbour- 
hood of the Wienerwald to search for 
Easter eggs. Suddenly a mother will 
ery: “ Look, I saw him run behind a tree 
over there.” Just as Hansel or Gretel 
turns round, however, he is gone. 

Cards at Easter-time in Germany and 
Austria represent catkins, the Easter 
plant, as well as the Easter hare, and in 
Vienna it is the custom to eat ham baked 
in a crust of bread or pastry. 


Queen Elizabeth's Irish Primer. 


While many people are aware that the 
first book in Irish type was published in 
Dublin in the latter half of the sixteenth 
century, it is not generally known, I 
think, that Queen Elizabeth possessed an 
elementary knowledge of Irish. 

Christopher Nugent, ninth Baron of 
Delvin, who was born in 1545, and studied 
at Cambridge, prepared for Her Majesty’s 
use an elegantly written ‘‘ Primer of the 
Irish Language,” which later found a 
resting-place in the famous Lough Fea 
Library. It consists of an address to the 
Queen, in English (in which the compiler 
speaks of the “ desire that Your Highness 
hath to understand the language of your 
people '”), an introductory statement in 
Latin, followed by the Irish alphabet, 
with words and phrases in Irish, Latin 
and English.

Fountains. 


An American friend has just reminded 
me how badly Dublin is provided in the 
matter of public drinking fountains. At 
one time they abounded, and many 
interesting examples were cleared away 
by the Paving Board in the reconstruc- 
tion of 1807. Formerly there were one or 
two on almost every street, which, though 
a great ornament, were a greater nuisance. 
They were always surrounded by the idle, 
and, since the pavement around them was 
inevitably wet and slippery, they con- 
stituted, especially in winter, a public 
menace. When the Loop Line was being 
constructed (the lover of Dublin may well 
ask why) a handsome fountain of cut 
stone erected by the Karl of Carlisle was 
removed. A few old fountains remain— 


in James’s street (1790), the Coombe 
(1885) and Lord Edward street (1887). 
Mention might also be made of the 
Crampton Memorial, and at the west side 
of Merrion square are the remains of one 
of ambitious design. 


The Pipe. 


While debating the merits of my pipe 
with a tobaeconist yesterday, I learnt 
that the “bruvére’’ or ‘‘brigr’’ pipe 
comes from the root of the cork tree, which 
grows only on the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean. Corsica was once the source of 
the best supplies, but has now been ousted 
by Algeria, though Spain and the wilder 
parts of the Pyrenees also supply their 
quota of roots. The “ bruyére’’ is really 
a giant heather, which often reaches six 
feet in height, and for miles the local

WHEN A CASK BECOMES ALIVE. 

In an Atlantic swell the taking of the 
barrels out of the hold and transferring them 
to the boats, preparatory to their being 
landed, is an art in itself. A cask of oil 
standing on its end on the quayside 
Is an uninteresting and lifeless object. 
Place it on its side on the deck of a ship at

sea, however, and it immediately appears to 
become possessed of an evil spirit. 

If not carefully guarded, it may take it 
into its head to rush at a group of sailors 
and scatter them as though they were fleeing 
from an angry bull. It can suddenly reverse 
its direction, and, with diabolical cunning, 
skilfully alter its course in order to avoid a 
bag of sand or some other obstacle thrown 
in its path in the hope of stopping its mad 
career. By striking some projection and 
springing a leak it can further evade capture 
by leaving a trail of slippery oil on 
the iron deck. One has only to take into 
consideration the three motive powers which 
influence it—the roll of the ship, her lift or 
pitch, and the curved shape of the cask 
itself—to realise how elusive an escaped 
barrel of oil can really become. 

Sailors have often remarked the almost 
weird telepathy with which ships seem to 
arrange some meeting place between them- 
selves, either at sea or in port. Invariably 
should a vessel encounter another after 
having been alone on a passage for, 
perhaps, over a week, she will meet 
Swo or three others on the same day. 
In the various ports one generally finds that 
there 1s a rush of steamers or else that the 
quays are almost deserted.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 

HE annual conference of the Northern 
Ireland Labour Party was continued in 
the I.L.P. Hall, Belfast, to-day, under 
the chairmanship of Mr. Robert Morrow. 
A discussion took place on the alleged 
conversations in regard to the border, 
and a demand was put ferward that Labour 
should be represented upon any conferen:e 
committee of the kind. 
_ The conference passed a resolution, stand. 
ing in the name of the Lerry Labou? Party, 
asking the Executive Courcil to sccure the 
services of a number oí national speakers, 
preferably M.P.’s, to tour Northern Irelan] 
and address Labour meetings. 
The reduction of the housing subsidy was 
viewed with alarm in a resolution proposed 
on behalf of the Falls Ward Labour Party. 
which declared that the reduction would in- 
crease the already great vclume of unemplov- 
ment, and add to the already serious shortage 
of houses. 
A resolution put forward by the I.L.P. 
Central Branch, urging the Government to 
initiate legislation to alter the Rents Restric- 
tion Acts was passed. 

The repeal of the present Trades Disputes 
Act was urged in a resolution put forward 
by the I.L.P. Central Bravch. On a division, 
the resolution was adopted. 


TAILORING TRADE, 
Mr. C. Donnolly; Belfast Trades and 
Labour Council, moved a resolution, which 
was adopted: “That, in view of the deplor- 
able conditions prevailing in the handcraft 
tailoring trade, due, in measure, to the 
pernicious system of out-working, the con- 
ference calls upon the Government. to incor 
porate in their new Factories Bill - clause 
for the abolition of out-working, with direct 
workshop accommodation.” 
The mover of the resolution said that out- 
working was very ext#nsive in the tailoriog 
trade. 
Mr. J. Glass (Trades Council) said that 
that was one of the best resolutions that 
came before the conference. Not alone in the 
tailoring, but in other trades, out-work was 
an absolute scandal. 
A resolution was adopted expressing ad- 
miration of the fight the linen workers in 
Lurgan were making against wage reductions 
in the trade. 
Mr. $. Kyle said that one thousand workers 
in Lurgan were trying to fight the battle of 
28,000 workers, notwithstanding the fact that 
the reductions had been accepted by the 
workers in other districts. There were 
256,000 insured workers in Northern Ireland, 
and 80.000 of these were in various branches 
of the linen trade. 
Mr. G. Donaldson moved a resolution pro- 
testing against the decisions of the Court of 
Referees in disallowing applicants for unem- 
ployment benefit on the grounds of “not 
normally in insurable employment.” 
In moving the _ resolution, which was 
adopted, he said that the action of the Court 
was like that of a doctor saying: “ You have 
been ten weeks sick, so you are no longer 
sick.” The Courts said, in effect, to an un- 
employed man: “ You have been so long out 
of work that you are not ‘normally in in- 
surable employment,” 
Mr. J. Beattie, M.P., said that the Act 
was being misinterpreted in Northern Ireland. 
Many of the chairmen of Courts of Referees 
wefe out of touch with working conditions in 
Northern Ireland, and there was great varia- 
tion in their decisions. 
The resolution was adopted. 
Mr. J. Glass (Bélfast Trades Council) moved 
the following resolution :—‘‘ That this Con- 
ference protests against any conversations 
being carried on regarding the border question 
without official Labour being represented, 
and, furthermore, we demand that the Labour 
Party (Northern Ireland) shall be represented 
on any conference or committee that may be 
set up, to ensure that the social conditions 
of the workers of Northern Ireland are safe- 
guarded.” 
In moving the resolution, he said :—‘I 
believe, whether rightly or wrongly, that con- 
versations have taken place, and, more than 
likely, would take place again in the very 
near future. Not alone that, but I am 
absolutely convinced that the Lorder question 
in Ireland will not be an indefinite thing. 
Sooner or later they were bound to have a 
committee or conference set up to discuss the 
border, and I want to see that the social 
conditions of the workers are not lowered.” 
Mr. C. Donnelly seconded the resolution.

BALLYMENA, Tuesday. 
HREE lives were lost in a disastrous 
bi, fire, which broke out at midnight last 
night, on a farmstead at Mount 
Shalgns, about one and a quarter miles from 
Randalstown, County Antrim, the. victims 
being 

Mrs. Ann Jane Maddigan (78). 

Amelia Henry, her miece, aged 3 years, 
and a servant man, 

Henry Campbell, aged about 30. 

Another occupant of the house, Miss 
Eliza Henry, aged 50, escaped from the 
blazing house, but was so badly burned 
about the arms, legs, and face, and &so 
seriously cut in attempting to escape through 
the window, that she was rushed to Mas- 
sereene Hospital, Antrim, as soon as help 
was available. 


THE INJURED. 

It would appear that the fire was dis- 
covered about midnight by Mrs. Maddigan, 
who roused Miss Henry, and, apparently, 
returned to the room off the kitchen,. where 
she slept with her little niece. She was 
never seen alive again. Meanwhile Miss 
Henry had broken her bedroom window with 
a flower pot. She succeeded in escaping, 
but she was shockingly burned by the flames 
and cut by the sg glass. Charles 
Hutchings, of Gurtaharn, who shortly after- 
wards came on the scene, found her lying 
by the side of the house in a state of col- 
lapse. Another man, John McNally, arrived 
soon after, and broke a window, with a 
view to getting the unfortunate people out 
of the house, but in doing so severed some 
sinews in his wrist so severely that he had 
to be rushed to the Royal Victoria Hospital, 
Belfast. 

NO WATER SUPPLY. 

When Sergeant Campbell and two con- 
stables arrived from Randalstown the house 
was blazing fiercely, and no water was avail- 
pump nearby. The 
police and others worked heroically, but 
their efforts made little impression, and 
gradually the fire burnt itself out. 

In the early hours of this morning the 
police commenced digging operations, and 
found the charred bodies of Mrs. Maddigan 
and her niece lying beside the burnt bed in 
the room off the kitchen. In the lower end 
of the building the charred body of the ser- 
vant man also was found. All were burnt 
bevond recognition. 

Several head of cattle and fowl were 
rescued from the outbuildings, which also 
were destroyed. 


THE FUNERAL. 

The funeral of the victims this after- 
noon was attended by nearly everyone in the 
neighbourhood. The remains were conveyed 
to Randalstown' Roman Catholic Church, 
and placed on a catafalque before the High 
Altar. The Rosary was recited by the Rev. 
Thomas Lynch, C.C. 

An inquest was opened by Dr 
Adams,: Coroner. Formal evidence was 
given by Dr. B. M. Lynam, who stated that 
the bodies were unrecognisable. 

The inquest was adjourned pending the 
hearing of the evidence of the injured girl, 
Miss Eliza Henry, who is in hospital.

The Indian Issue. 


Cawnpore does not enjoy an enviable 
reputation, and the massacre that began 
on March 24th recalls horrid memories 
of 1857. Then the European population 
was the victim of the Nana's fury; in the 
recent tumults India’s long-standing 
quarrel between Hindu and Moslem was 
the cause of the outbreak. The All- 
Indian Moslem Conference passed a 
resolution on Monday, at Delhi, which 
succinctly sums up the true condition in 
Hindustan. ‘‘ We are of opinion,”’ runs 
the resolution, “ that the continuance of 
wanton aggressiveness on the part of the 
Hindu majority in India will lead to civil 
war.” Such aggressiveness the Conference 
attributes to the “ spineless handling of 


the situation, due to their continued 
pandering to Congress,” by the British 
and Indian Governments. Mr. Zahur 
Ahmed, the mover of the resolution, 
declared that, if the Government could 
not defend the Moslems, it ought not “ to 
turn on them all the ‘engines of. destruc- 
tion '” when they took up arms in their 
own defence. Here Mr. Zahur Ahmed was 
referring to the refusal of the authorities 
to proclaim martial law at Cawnpore, 
The rebuke was merited ; for respect for 
the Raj was created by men whom 
minorities could trust. . At Cawnpore the 
Raj was found wanting. 

On the Saturday before the passing of 
the Moslem resolution Mr. Gandhi met 
Moslem representatives in an effort to 
prevent the threatened breach. The 
meeting occupied two and a half hours, 
and details of the conversations are not 
forthcoming. It seems, however, that the 
Mahatma, referring to the vital subject 
of the separate. electorates, claimed that 


the Moslems in Congress would refuse to 
support him if he abandoned his insistence 
on general electorates for the new con- 
stitutional organisation. He received a 
quick answer. The Moslem delegates 
refused to admit that their few co- 
religionists in the Congress’s ranks repre- 
sented Moslem opinion, and on Monday, 
by its resolution, the All-India Moslem 
Conference proclaimed to the world its 
attitude towards the Hindu bid for 
domination. Who shall the 
Moslems? People are inclined to forget 
that they have a knowledge of Hindu 
ways much older than that of any Euro- 
pean race. If we except the area south 
of the Cauvery, India never has been one 
country except under British and Moslem 
rule. The Moslems have recognised that the 
Swaraj movement is a misnomer ; for in its 
origins and in its aims it is a movement 
to secure a Hindu Raj. It is possible 
to particularise even further. Since 
Buddhism lost its power every domestic 
convulsion which India has known has 
been traceable to the efforts of the 
Brahmins to secure, or restore, their 
privileged position. Bengal is the birth- 
place of Swaraj; it is also the home 5f 
Brahminical influence. 

Such excursions into ultimate causes 
concern the Government only in so far as 
they may help it to understand the by no 
means unreasonable fears of the Moslem 
minority. Britain is committed to a policy 
which one day shall assure Dominion 
status to a harmonious Ixdia, and she is 
committed -no further. The Moslems are 
willing to co-operate in the realisation of 
this ideal, but Congress considers that 
Indian nationalists will not be satisfied. 
Their desire to maintain “ their own 
culture and order of society '. an ominous 
phrase in the ears of the Muslem who 
knows the Brahmin—demands complete in- 
dependence. Frankly, the Mosiems refuse

ful. A minority of citizens always has 
claimed the right to do its talking and 
its business, and “to receive its education, 
in the actual speech of the Irish people, 
which is also the speech of the British 
Empire ; and from this minority, of course, 
the Government can have expected no 


gratitude. The majority, however, has 
paid consistent lip-service to the Irish 


language, and under British rule the 
Nationalist orator who foretold the revival] 
and triumph of the ancient tongue was 
secure of the loudest cheer. Certainly the 
Free State Government must have expected 
this majority’s exuberant gratitude for its 
present efforts; but such exuberance is 
wholly lacking. 


The most that can be said for the 
people’s attitude to compulsory Irish is 
that they hav: not revolted against 
it. The taxpayer finds the money 
for Irish; parents accept the school 
curricula’ with resignation; national 
teachers loyally or discreetly conceal the 
fact that they regard their training 
courses in the Gaeltacht as Ovid regarded 
his residence in Tomi. We do not suppose 
that during the last ten years the Free 
State Government's Irish language policy 
has influenced a single election in ite 
favour. In short, the Government has 
won from the plain citizen mere tolerance 
where it expected ardour. Even more 
deeply disappointing is the attitude of the 
Gaelic enthusiasts. The Government must 
have assumed with the utmost confidence 
that its work for the Irish language would 
receive the grateful efcomiums of the 
Gaelic League. On the contrary, the 
League, at its annual Congress yesterday, 
assailed Free State Ministers with the 
most venomous criticism, In the speakers’ 
view, the Gaeltacht not only is not the 
brightest jewel in the Free State Govern. 
ment’s crown, but is the grisliest skeleton 
in its cupboard. Official policy in the 
Gaeltacht reeks with hypocrisy and 
tyranny. A resolution which the Congress 
passed yesterday declares that the 
Government is ‘cajoling the Gaels ot 
Ireland with kelp and carrigeen moss.” 
The definite charge is made that 
Ministers—or, at any rate, their “ ward 
politicians ” in the Gaeltacht—withhold 
the Government's’ benefits from persons 
who do not agree with the Government's 
politics. This is a doubly offensive 
charge; for it implies that, under official 
influence, even the pure atmosphere of the 
Gaeltacht has been vitiated with the 
villainies of Chicago. Truly, indeed, may 
Mr. Blythe exclaim, ‘ Ingratitude, thy 
name is the Gaelic League.” Perhaps, the 
English-speaking citizen, who is merely a 
taxpayer, has no right to an opinion and 
must be content with the admiring com- 
ment, “‘See how these Gaels love one 
another.”

Hospitals Sweepstake a story became 
current that Mr, Chun Tseng-hsi, of 
Tientsin, who had drawn a cash prize, 
was running before the pursuit of bandits. 
The story reflects the lawlessness that 
exists to-day in many parts of China. 
Everybody is unhappily familiar with the 
tale of atrocities committed on Chinese and 
foreigners alike by roving and. powerful 
squadrons of bandits. It is known less 
generally that the mantle of New York 
and Chicago has fallen on Shanghai. 
Until recently there existed in that city 
a large central gang \.hose practice was 
to capture wealthy citizens for ransom at 
a heavy price—sometimes running, says 
the Chinese Correspondent of The Times, 
into six figures in dollars. The wealthy 
people, however, have taken warning of 
late, and are on their guard; but a host 
of smaller gangs has arisen that direct 
their efforts against less prominent and 
more accessible fry, on the principle that 
many little ransoms are as good as ‘one 
large sum. In numerous respects these 
gangs follow the accepted, American 
practice. Usually the kidnapping is 
acvomplished by means of motor cars. 
Detectives are ‘‘ bumped off” if they 
venture to interfere. Many detectives, on 
the other hand—again, following the 
Chicago convention—do not interfere, and 
these usually wax fat and prosper. The 
science of ‘‘racketeering’’ flourishes, 
though its manifestations in China are 
simpler than in America. In the Occident 
tax is levied primarily on industria] con- 
cerns, but. the oriental “ racketeer ” 
confines himself to the loosening of the 
privy purse.

With such a revenue 
Free State county councils might hope to put 
their highways in reasonable order, and so 
attempt to keep pace with the growing trans. 
port efficiency of Northern Ireland. loaded. 
as it now is, with penal taxation. the road 
transport industry of the Free State has 
already lost much of ‘its value as an auto- 
matically increasing revenue proposition. Mr.

Trade Unions.

REBELS’ DEFIANT DECLARATION. 


EUTER’S Agency was informed last 
R evening that the Portuguese Em- 
hassy in London had received an official 
telegram from the Government at Lisvon 
caving that everything is quiet in Portugal 
and that the Government has taken all 
the necessary measures with regard to the 
situation in Madeira. 

The flag of revolt still waves over 
Portugal's sunlit possession in the North 
Atlantic. Although there is no news of 
actual fighting, the stage is set for 
dramatic events, and a “state of war ”' 
has been declared by the Portuguese 
Government to exist on the island. 

The challenge offered by the junta of 
nine who have seized power has beep 
taken up by the Portuguese authorities 
and troops. War material and ‘seaplanes 
are on their. way to the island in the 
transport Pedro Gomez, which left Lisbou 
to-day. 

The cruiser Carvallo Araujo, which was 
purchased from Great Britain after the 
war. is also on its way to the storm 


centre. 
THE RIVAL FORCES. 


The troops consist of one regiment of 
light infantry, a regiment of artillery and 
a regiment of heavy machine guns. They 
have a distance of seven hundred miles 
to cover and should reach Madeira late 
to-day or early on Thursday morning. 

On the other hand, the rebel leaders 
are mobilising their forces to meet the 
Government attack.

FOR BAD.

The successful Housing Association: of which 
he writes is a hopeful example of the good 
that may be, and has been, done by private 
enterprise in grappling with one of the most 
seiious defects in our modern civilisation. ee 
The particular form of remedy prescribed 
and applied by the Association, of which Mr. 
Rowe has for tnirty years been Chairman, 1s 
the reconditioning of old houses, rather than 
the erection of new buildings in their place. 
The cardinal principle of the system is the 
subst:tution of good landlords for bad. “that 
the bad exist, even though they are only a 
small mmority of the whole, cannot, un- 
happily, be dinied. For some of them there 
is no excuse. ‘hey are self-seeking, careless 
of the welfare of the tenants, and intent only 
onthe collection of rents. Many, on the other 
hand, are less blameworthy, because 
they are themselves so. badly off 
that they cannot afford to keep their 
property in decent repair, or to restrict the 
number of the occupants; but, blameworthy 
or unfortunate, it is they who are the roet 
of the mischief, and the first aim of the 
slum reformer must be to get rid of them. 


A GREAT WORK. 


This, as Miss Octavia Hill realised more 
than sixty years ago, can best be done by 
the simple process of hnying théir property, 
which can either be pulled down and replaced 
by habitable buildings, or else, as in the 
system ideutified with her name, put in 
crder by the cheaper. and. quicker method of 
reconditioning; but that, as is shown by 
Mr. Rowe in his one a.count of the results 
of her wonderful hoasing work, was only part 
of what she did for the urfortunate people 
in whose interests she laboured. She aimed 
at reconditioning not only their. dwellings, 
but also their lives. 

With that object she determined that all 
her rent collectors should be women, and 
women of an educated class, capable, on the 
one hand, of seeing that th» property pro- 
viding the rents was properly managed and 
kept in repair, and, on the other, of becoming 
the friends and domestic advisers im case of 
need of the wives by whom. es a general 
rule, the rents are paid. The helpful and 
sympathetic liaison work of trained women 
of this type acting as rent collectors and 
property managers is largely responsible for 
the .sticcess. of the Octavia Hill housi 
policy, and for the encouraging results with 
which her methods have been followed by 


other bodies, including the Westminster City 


Council, to whom the problem of the slums 
Is a question of human, as well as economic, 
interest.

Taylor, Son and Robinson, who are acting 
for him. here, and his friend. There 
followed. a conference behind closed doors 
with Mr. Joseph McGrath, the director of 
Hospitals’ Trust; Mr. R. J. Duggan; and 
other chief officials of the Trust. 
soon as this had concluded the 
left. the offices, stopping outside the door 
for a couple of minutes to pose for Press 


photographers. 
NO INFORMATION, 


Neither Mr. Scala nor his solicitor, Mr. 
Jones, would give any interviews to the 


| Press. beyond stating that they had come 


over here to defend the case. Mr. Jones 
said that he could give no information as to 
the length of their stay ; that would depend 
on how matters developed in Dublin. He 
had forbidden Mr. Scala to give any 
further interviews to the Press. 

Mr. Emilio Scala, who is an Italian café 
proprietor of Battersea, is a middle-aged 
man of good build. Everywhere that he 
goes now he is accompanied by ex-Chief 
Inspector Gough. 

In the afternoon.a conference took place 
in the offices of Messrs. Taylor, Son and 
Robinson, 19 St. Andrew street, Dublin, 
at which were present Mr. P. H. O'Reilly, 
the solicitor to the Hospitals’ Trust, and 
Mr. Ruttledge, of Messrs. Ruttledge and 
MacFionnlaoic, solicitors to the Associated 
Hospitals’ Committee, all defendants in 
the case. .

THE MONEY AT STAKE. 


The two plaintiffs allege that Mr. 
Scala held the winning ticket in a pool 
with them, and that they were thus 
entitled to a third share of the money. 
Mr. Scala denies this, alleging that he 
bought the ticket outside the pool. One 
half share of the, ticket has been sold to a 
London firm of turf commission agents. 
The amount of the first prize is £354,544, 
but the amount of money actually at stake 
as far as Emilio Scala is concerned is 
£187,272. , 

The ticket F-M H 22370, held by Mr. 
Scala, which drew Grakle, the winning 
horse in the Grand National, was sent to 
Dublin by registered post and insured, 
and is now in the hands of a Dublin agent 
who has been nominated by Mr. Scala and 
the firm of turf commission agents of 
London, who own a half share in the 
ticket. It is held by him for safe keeping, 
and was inspected yesterday afternoon by 
Mr. Scala, and his solicitor. This ticket 
will be produced in evidence.

PAYMENT BEGUN 
YESTERDAY. 


In all, between 70 and 80 of the prizes 
won in the Grand National .sweepstakes 
were paid out yesterday by the auditors, 
Messrs. Craig, Gardner and Company. 
Only two of these were paid on personal 
application, one to Mrs. Whelan, 31 
Belgrove road, Clontarf, Dublin, who drew 
Ruddyman, and the other to a Belfast man 
who drew a cash prize. 

The value of Mrs. Whelan’s prize was 
£1,281, and that of the cash prize was 
£1,181. 

The payment of the prizes will 
- necessarily slow, as there are 446 in 
all. 

The payment oí the second and third 
prizes will not take place for some con- 
siderable time, as the applications have to 
come from South Africa and from the 
United States of America. 

The payments are being made through 
banks, and all the prize-winners have been 
advised to make their applications through 
banks.

A PROTEST. 

At this moment the audience was 
startled by a stentorian cry of “I 
protest.” ‘‘I protest against this display 
of irreverence.” ‘‘Shut up” and ‘‘Sit 
down’’ were shouted by other people. 
The performance went on. “TI protest ” 
came from three or four other places 
in the hall, ‘‘ Go on,” and applause from 
‘the audience followed, The first voice 
again shouted : “ I protest—I protest as an 
Irish Catholic against this display of irre- 
verence.’” More applause and one or two 
other protesting voices were heard. Then 
there was a sound of hustle and bustle, 
and a group of men struggled towards the 
door and disappeared through it. There 
was hearty hand-clapping from the 
audience, but meantime the scene on the 
stage had concluded. 

NO DESIRE TO OFFEND. 

Mr. Hilton Edwards, dressed in an early 
Georgian silken suit of silver, and Mr. 
MacLiammhoir, attired in Tyrolean style, 
came to the footlights and addressed the 
audience. 

Mr. Edwards said: ‘‘ We have no desire 
to offend anybody. We have given this 
performance in perfect sincerity and rever- 
ence, as the expression of a country idy]]. 
This is a fantasy. It is not serious. If 
people are incapable of appreciating it, 
and are so lacking in the national Trish 
attribute of humour as not to know good 
from evil, their place is not in this theatre. 
It was danced by a charming lady, who, 
with the other ladies, gave a very pretty 
performance. If anyone desires to make 
an objection to any part of our perform- 
ance, such objections will be readily heard 
by Mr. MacLiammhoir and me, but the 
protests should not be levelled abusively 
in a public place upon innocent artists.” 

Hearty applause came from the gaudi- 
tortum, and the revue proceeded without 
further disturbance. 

PLEA FOR FREEDOM. 

Mr. Edwards, who was seen afterwards, 
said to an Trish Times reporter: — 
‘Several years ago this kind of 
theatrical disturbance was the custom, 
but I think, under the present 
régime, the freedom of sincere artists 
may be claimed. This theatre has given 
sufficient evidence of artistic sincerity and 
reverence not to be wrecked by fanatics. 
If anyone will give me a rational, calmly 
and courteously put ground for removing 
anything from our performance, I will 
remove it; but we are responsible for 
the safety of the public in this theatre, 
and I will not allow riotous behaviour.” 

Mr. MacLiammhoir said: ‘‘I am an 
Irish Catholic myself. I think that 
political and religious protests, which 
take the form of bullying and terrorism, 
especially against young women, during 
a performance are a disgrace to any 
religion.

EUTER’S AGENCY understands that, 

so far, no definite date has been fixed 

for the visit to England of Dr. Bruening, 

the German Chancellor, and Dr. Curtius, 
the German Foreign Minister. 

It is gathered in well-informed circles 
in London that, following his recent visit 
to Paris, Mr. Henderson, the British 
Foreign Secretary, was anxious to have a 
conversation with the German Foreign 
Minister on various matters of mutual 
interest to both countries. Therefore, the 
British Government took the initiative of 
inviting the German Chancellor and Dr. 
Curtius to England. It is not expected, 
however, that the. visit will take place for 
some time, possibly not until towards the 
end of next month. 

It. is understood that there is to be no 
fixed agenda for the conversations, but 
that they will cover a wide variety of 
subjects. It is almost certain that 
amongst these will figure the question of 
the proposed Austro-German Economic 
Union.

FRENCH COMMENT.

PARIS, Tuesday. 

The proposed meeting of statesmen at 
Chequers continues to be widely discussed 
here. In well-informed circles it is de- 
clared that M. Briand was approached by 
Mr. Henderson some weeks ago in con- 
nection with the British invitation to the 
German Chancellor, Dr. Bruening, and 
Dr. Curtius, the German Foreign Minister, 
to go to Chequers at a date which, it is 
understood here, would be May 2. Con- 
trary to certain reports, M. Briand has 
not declined this invitation, but has 
reserved his reply, which will depend to 
a certain extent on the demands of home 
policy. It is regarded as possible that 
representatives of other Powers, and in 
particular Italy, may be invited to attend 
the discussions. 
Because of suspicion that there is a good 
deal more in it than meets the eye, the 
British Government's invitation to the 
German Chancellor, Herr Bruening; the 
Foreign Minister, Dr. Curtius, and the 
French Foreign Minister, M. Briand, td 
visit: London early in May meets with a 
very frigid reception here.

TODDY SHOPS BURNED AND

His reason for saying that was 
that he had looked through the re- 
cords of the peerage, where ages 
are always avcurately recorded, and he 
could find no case of a. peer 
lived to a hundreds n another 
there was some talk alout centenarians in 
Italy, and an inquiry——conducted by the 
Government, I believe—failed to discover so 
much as one real centenarian.”’

Connolly is tall and well-built, with the 
clean-cut features and appearance of good 
health and spirits that are typical of the 
British sailor.

pace, sugsesting a man in his prime, rather 
than one in declining years. The secret of 
his health is his refusal to be treated as an 
old man. 

‘* Up till recently,” he told me, “I rode a 
bicycle. In fact, when | was nearly eighty 
I cycled from Kingstown to Wicklow and 
back, without stopping to rest during the 
whole journey. That is a thing many 
younger men ‘Wonld mot care to do.” 

OLD SAILING SHIPs. 

“No, I replied, “I should not care to 
have to do it at eighty, or at any other age 
for that matter.” 

“1 entered the Navv.” he continued, “in 
1856, and retired in 1826. During my thirty 
years’ service I sailed round the world and 
visited nearly all its important ports. In my 
early days ironclads were unknown, and the 
ships we used were all wooden sailing vessels. 
Later on I saw the coming of the ircnclad, 
which was in turn superseded hy the 
steamship bcfore [ retired. Some of my ser- 
vice in those days was in twelve-gun brigs. 
These were small sailing vessels, no bigger 
than the lightships you see in Kingstown 
Harbour. I remember on one occasion I went 
out in the Elk, a twelve-gun brig, wh'ch was 
one of six or seven similar boats sent 
un foreign service Only two of them returned 
to port, the others heing lost at sea. and I 
was fo “te enough to he in one of those 
that escaped.”’ 

Another experience which he described will, 
nerhaps, Le recalled by the older residents in 
Kingstown. 

“The Prince Consort,’ on which I was 
serving 7s senior medical officer, was sent on 
special service and set out from Portsmouth, 
m the year 1863. During the voyage we en- 
hiowever, we 
were able to get into Scotsman’s Bay, outsirlc 
Kingstown. The ship was making water, 


and it was a case of all hands to the pumps. 


Owing to the excessive rolling many of the 
crew were seriously iniured, but we eventu- 
ally made port in safety, and, on arriving 
in. Kingstown. we received a telecrom 
from Queen Victoria,. expressing sympathy 
with our sufferings.”’

Nolan is a very fine golfer, a painstaking 
teacher, and can make a club with the best 
of them; but he has not met with the success 
one mizht have expected from one of his 
skill and build, a circumstance that may, in 
large measure, be attributed to his having 
lost seven years as a sailor during the period 
of the Great War. Still, he accomplished 
some excellent performances in competition. 
On looking over the records 1 find that he 
won the Cork Examiner Competition when it 
was played at Douglas, County Cork, in 1926, 
and several of the tournaments which were 
organised by Sir Stanley Cochrane for the 
Dublin professionals also stand to his credit, 
while he ran up for the Moran Memoria!

THE ALL-IMPORTANT DIFFERENCE. 

One of the longest hitters of a golf ball 
among the Irish professionals, Nolan s 
wooden club play and fall iron shots arb as 
well mg s as the most critical would 
wish them to be; but, in watching him play 
in almost all the important tournaments in 
this country, I thougit, from time to time, 
that he would have done much better had he 
been more careful on the greens. As a matter 
of fact, it is near and on the greens that 
the Irish professionals have been forced to 
play second fiddle to the cross-Channel men. 

That statement is borne out by Nolan, who 
informed me when I put the question to him, 
that as between the Irish and English pro- 
fessionals there is very little difference, ex- 
cept that the latter make fewer mistakes 
through the green and in the putting. The 
British players are more finished in the 
shorter shots; but, as he remarked, they have 
rauch greater scope for improving their game 
than have the Irishmen, whose only chances 
come when they enter for the Open and a few 
of the other big tournaments. 

In the opinion of Nolan, there are not many 
exceptionally long drivers among the English 
professionals, or many who would be able to 
get mnch outside the best of the Irishmen. 
Jack Smith he regards as the longest of the 
Britisher's from the tee. As to the amateurs, 
he would place Dr. MacCormack and Cecil 
Ewing as among the longest drivers, includ- 
ing those on the other side of the water; 
but he thinks Cyril Tolley probably hits the 
ball farther than any other amateur living, 
although he is rather uncertain, being 
inclined to either slice or pull. Nolan con- 
siders that the standard of driving among the 
principal Dublin’ amatenrs is very high, as 
high as it is in either England or Scotland, 
and that they can drive the ball as far as 
most amateurs. But, like the Irish profes- 
sionals, they lack the essential finish, and 
for the same reason—that they do not play a 
sufficient amount of big prolf. 

EVERY STROKE OF THE UTMOST 

IMPORTANCE. 

It was Willie Park who wrote that the 
man who can putt is a match for anyone. 
Evidently that famous professional and re- 
nowned putter considered that the only 
strokes which really matier a lot in the game 
were the putts. He did not bother about au, 
ef the others when he decided to write a 
book. He .confined himself entirely to the 
Art of Putting, and those who had the am- 
bition to be “ matches for everyone ’’ whom 
they knocked up against on the links had to 
pay the round sum of a guinea to be let into 
the secret by Willie, Of course, J. H. Taylor 
would not allow Park to get away with it, 
and ithe master of the mashie replied that the 
man who could play the mashie had no neces- 
sity to worry about the putting, as he could 
invariably play the ball to within easy holing 
distance, if he had the necessary skill with 
the most delicate of the iron clubs. 

‘‘Tt is all very fine for Park to say that a 
man who can putt need not fear anyone; and 
Taylor also exaggerated when he wrote his 
reply to him,” remarked Nolan to me, 
adding: ‘‘ Supposing, for instance, that Park 
and Taylor were playing here at Portmarnock,

CONVENTION OPENS 
IN DUBLIN. 


RE-ORGANISATION 
CALLED FOR. 
a 


HERE was a large attendance of dele- 
il gates at the annual Convention of the 
Association of Secondary Teachers 
(Ireland), which opened yesterday in the 
Council Chamber, of gsm sg College, 
Dublin. Mr. T. O'Beirne presided. 

In extending a hearty welcome to the dele- 
gates. Dr. D. J. Coffey said he was sure that 
in the University building the secondary 
hers felt quite at home. The Conference 
had for many years been held there, but the 
connection of the secondary teachers with 
, ch a university institution did not begin or 
end with the Conference. They were at qne 
in their educational outlook, training and 
eneral interest ‘in higher education. 

The occurrence of the Conference at this 
time, when most of them should be on holiday, 
hore testimony of a striking kind to the care 
which the teachers devoted to their work. 
Their daily duty in school and session and 
term meant constant concentration on the 
higher kind of work and labour for others 
which could only be fruitful when guided b 
the highest motives and carried out with ski 
of the best kind. 

The secondary teachers were among the 
citizens of the State who deservedgthe greatest 
attention and the best reward. A consider- 
able part of the summer holiday had to be 

devoted to periods of special study, and now 

in the holiday time they were assembled for 
their Conference. Pleasant as the reunion 
might be they could not forget that the main 
purpose of the Conference was to look to the 
creat interests of the Association, and on 
hehalf of University College he assured them 
that ail the sympathies of the college were 
with them in their work, and it gave him very 
great lates to declare the Conference open. 

In his presidential address Mr, T. O’Beirne, 
M.A., said that the first and most pressing 
probleja that had to be faced during the pasi 
vear was how to persuade the Department of 
Education that there was a real need for a 
revision of the whole stcondary school 
system That claim was based on the follow- 
ing considerations—the necessity fér bringing 
schools and teachers into closer touch with 
the tvpe of examinations set, the difference 
of opinion as to the umber, character and 
scope of the examinations, the need for ex- 
amining the programme of study for indi- 
yjdual subjects at the concihsion of the first 
evcle of its operation, the all too slight co- 
relation between the ieaving certificate and 
the matriculation examinations, the need for 
a public evaluation of the secondary school 
certificates, the university bias of the present 
Leaving Certificate course, the difference of 
opinion as to the evaluation of the individual 
subjects, and finally the need for” a Council 
of Education. 

MUCH-NEEDED REFORM. 

The Association of Secondary Teachers held 
that the creation of such a Council was one 
of the most pressing reforms which secondarv 
education in Ireland called for to-day. Such 
a Council could attack the secondary educa. 
tion problem with a knowledge that it had 
a right to do so: that its view would carry 
weight with the Minister, and that its exist- 
ence was implementing s vital principle of 
the Constitution. Co-cperation was an 
evssential in education as in every other 
activity of life, and it would be through the 
institution of such a Council that it could 
be secured effectively. 

Examinations had been, perhaps, at once 
the most universally und the most severeiv 
criticised part of their education system. For 
the inherent dangers that still lurked in the 
svstem of public examinations the real safe- 
guard would appear to le in a closer relation 
between the teaching and the examining func‘ 
tions. Until recently the tendency in ail 
grades of education was to allow those func- 
tions to drift apart, and so the examination 
came to be regarded not as the natural 
consummation of the course of study, but as 
something merely superadded from without. 

SECONDARY EDUCATION. 

Secondary education was sometimes compre- 
hensively defined by saying that it included 
all that which lay between the primary school 
and the university. lf education was the 
assisted training. of the full powers of a 
human being, moral, phvsieal and mteHectua!. 
through and for both r-dividual and social 
use, and if secondary education was technical 
in so far as it taught the boy so to apply 
the principles he was learning, and so to 
learn. the principles by applying them as te 
perform or produce something, interpret a 
literature or a science, make a picture or a 
book, practise an art, corvince a jury or 
persuade an assembly, then all should have 
the opportunity of such education. 

They would, however, have to distinguish 
carefully between the wish for a secondary 
education of a practical or modern type, 
which would still constitute a course of$ 
liberal instruction, and the movement for 
specialised instruction conducted in view of 
the requirements of particular trades and pro- 
fessions. | 

TEACHERS’ AIM. 

Mr. O’Beirne made sn earnest, plea for a 

definite cultivation among their pupils of

literary and artistic taste as a counterpoise

Their aim as educators was to train the fuil 
powers of their pupils. The newspaper, the 
cinema, the radio, and the popular work of 
fiction acted their part as educational agencics 
by arousing interest in mechanical devices, 
monster liners, aircraft of all sorts, ana, 
ahove all, the craze for making speed records.

Were 
teachers to look helptessly on muttering, 
‘‘*Tis a mad world, my masters,’’ or join 
themselves in the mad career? 

The remedy, in his opinion, was more and 
better education. Much of the restlessness, 
the ennui, the inability—to face life squarely 
was a disease of the half educated. He said 
half-educated, because the illiterate, if any 
still survived, though they were too ignorant 
to read the racing forecasts, or scratch their 
names on ancient monuments, could at least 
preserve their sense of wonder. 

On the other hand, a real education, by its 
development of every faculty, its widening of 
every interest, its sublimation of the grosser 
instincts in man, gave him immunity against 
much of the fever and fret of life. 

The essayist then suggested a generous 
scheme of scholarships for the primary 
schools; more teachers; that parents and 
teachers should come in contact more than 
they did; and annual refresher courses for 
teachers.
